Barrie, Ont., Jan. 1.—That a whole 
passenger train should take a triple 
somersault down « thirty-five foot em 
bankment, and all the passengers anc 
crew eseape without even a broken 
bone seems incredible, but that 
what occurred on the Penetang brancl 
near Josephine, about six miles north 
of Barrie at 7.30 this morning.

‘EXCEEDS THAT OP 1906

By 64,000—This Year's Immigration 
» Greatest in Onanada's History—

During the progress of the year 
1907, especially in the earlier months, 
it was stated on a number of occa- 
sions to the reporters of the — various 
daily papers that there wonld bea fall- 
itig oft in the total immigration for the 
yen, as compared with the preceding 
year. During 1996 the rea | ol 
iMMigrants into Canada had been ex- 

rduiary and without preeedent in 
thé history of the country. The total 
8 the year had been 216,000, an ad- 
Vince Sver the preceditig year of 66,- 
00. The facilities of the railway 

Npatifes had been tixed and the 
steamship companies had difficulty in 
Handling the busines: satisiactorily. 
Great interest i Western Canada had 
béen aroused in the United States, 
and thousands of people had been ear- 
ried into all the western provinces from 
the western and central states. Dur- 
ing the year 1907 the interest of certain 
of the Ameriean land companies in 
Western Canada had abated, owing to 
the fact that large tracts of land were 
no longer available at a very low 
price, and there was some falling off 


in the movement of American farmers 
movement 


mto the country. The ! 
from Burope showed no reduction, 
vat the officials of the government, 


who were most closely interested in 
the immigration work, were not sure 
that the returns would compare 
favorable with those of the previous 
year and it was suggested that the 
people of the west ought not to be 
disappointed if there appeared to be 
some reduction in the nutiber ot im 
migrants seeking a home in the far 
west. “We got 216,000 last year, 
said the commissioner of immigration 
to the Free Press, “and before we be- 
gin to speak of any gain, we must get 
up again to that figure, We will feel 
that we have not failed if we do as 
well as we did last year.” 
Shows Marked Increase. 

When, howevér, the year began ‘to 
draw near to its close and the statie- 
ties for the year began to be prepared 
it became apparent that the figures 
would show that the immigration tor 
1907 would not only equal that of the 
year 1906, but that it would show as 
large an increase over .1906 as that yea: 
had showed over 1905. The complet» 
figures for these three years, and the 
four preceding years are as follows

“Although the year has closed, the ex- 
act figures for the twelve months are 
not available and will not be for some 
months. Figures for six monchs from 

ril 1 to September 30 show that tne 
Pinigration for that period was ove: 
thirty per cent. in advance of the im- 
inigration for the correspon ing periol 
of the previous year. The number of 

,xcople arriving in Canada during these 
six months of 1907 was 193,690. The 
number arriving during the corres- 
ponding six months of 1906 was 147,769. 
The inerease was thus 45,930, or 31 per 
cent There was a slight decrease in 
the total number arriving from the 
United States, the statistics showing 
that this decrease amounted to eigh' 
per cent., but the loss in this regard 
was more than counterbalanced by the 
remarkable increase in the number ar- 
riving from»Great Britain and the 
Continent of Europe, the increase from 
these sources amounting to 44 pe! 
eent, 

Although there was a reduction in 
the number of American farmers en- 
tering Canada during the year, it is re- 
markable that there were so 
the figures showing that over fifty 
thousand Americans entered the Do- 
minion with the intention of securing 
land and cultivating it, Of these 
48,000 came in by rail and 4,000 by the 
public highway 

Influence of American Settlement. 

The settlement of the farmers from 
the United States in the west has un- 
questionably been one of the potent 
factors in connection with the creation 
of a better understanding of the re- 
sources of the western provinces of 
Canada, and in increasing the com- 
mercial yalue of the land available for 
farming purposes, The settlers who 
have come to Western Canada from 
Europe have been for the most part 
exceedingly poor, having nothing with 
which to make a beginning in this new 
land but their health and strength. 
These assets are indeed priceless, but 
those who have no other usually find 
it necessary to spend a number of 
years in hard self denying work  be- 
lore they are able, to hegin to make 
rapid progress, Amexigan farmers, on 
the other hand, coming to the Domin- 
ion with many thousands of dollars of 
capital, with all the appliances neces- 
sary for the rapid cultivation of the 
poll, and with the fullest knowledge of 
ihe methods which must be adopted in 
the prairie country, have demonstrat- 
ad that the land of Western Canada is 
capable of making a return which will 
rpay the farmer many times over for 
the work done and the money invest- 
ed During the year many of 
thie farmers from the United States 
hate purchased land in the province 
of Wanitoba, but by far the largest 
nutiber have entered the newer  pro- 
vids of Saskatchewan’ and Alberta, 
whew large farms could be secured at 
lowe\ prices than provail in the older 
proviiees of the country. 

Ond of the remarkable features in 
conneytion with the immigration work 
of the\past year was the remarkable 
increa}: in the number df British 
people yoming to Canada, an increase 
so larg¢ that it has become apparent 
that injorder to secure pepulation for 
the uréecupied plains of Western 
Canada \t would not be necessary to 
look toMontinental Europe, mueh less

In 1907 the number rose 
to 160,000, a Summa An excess of the 
{otal immigration, from all sou 
during the yéar 1905. Should there be 
a corresponding increase in the num- 
ber of people coming from Great Bri- 
tain to Canada during the next few 
youre, Canada will be receiving people 
trom the mother country alone as fast 
os they can be profitably handled in 
this country, and it may not be neces- 
eary to look for immigration from any 
other source, 

Although the majority of the people 
coming to Canada from Europe are 
poor, all are not without money and 
there is, as is well known, a class of 
English, Scotch and Irish people 
among the colonists who have been in 
good circumstances in the old country 
and who bring sums of money with 
them. 

Encounter Losses at First. 

Occasionally colonists of this class 
do not make the best use of this capi- 
tal, and owing to their lack of know- 
ledge of conditions which prevail here, 
there are Josses of considerable 
amounts with a corresponding loss of 
faith in the country The reports 
made to the government, however, 
show that these cases are the excep- 
tion, and that as a rulé the British 
people who have come to Canada and 
have stayed on their farms are-uni- 
tormly in fair or good circumstances, 
and are in a position which they would 
never have reached in their former 
homes.

The total 
sum was not large, amounting to some 
hree hundred dollars in cash, but no 
one would have supposed that there 
Was so much money in the possession 
of the entire party as this one member 
produced. | Another immigration, offi- 
cer made the trip from Montrenl with 
a party of Seotch plowmen.” On ap- 
proaching Winnipeg a number of the 
plowmen expressed the desire to ex-

lian curreney and the officer offered to 
supply them with what they required, 
so far as he was able. In a_ few 
minutes it was learned that a thou- 
sand dollars would be necessary to 
meet the immediate requirements of 
the tfavellers in this regard. Several 
wf these apparently penniless young 
men had more money in their posses- 
sion at the moment than the official of 
the government, The poor people who 
have confe to Canada from the contin- 
nt of Europe during the year have 
in many cases shown Themselves to be 
the most desirable settlers. They 
have octasionally gone into districts 
and have taken up lands which other 
classes have refused, and they have 
unge:rtaken the work before them wit!

THE SENIORS WIN, 

For the second time this season the 
Edmonton senior hockey team defeated 
Strathcona yesterday afternoon at the 
rink in the southern city, The game was 
in marked contrast to that of Christmas 
day.

The Speeches. 

Dr. Ternan, in replying to the 
toast to the city, said he was glad 
to have an opportunity of being pres- 
ent at such a banquet, and seeing 
the harmonious feeling that exists be- 
tween the masters and the journey- 
inen, which must have ‘many benefits, 
and ig essential in the best interests 
of all. He thought the plumbers of 
this city were taking a step in the 
right direction by petitioning the leg- 
islature to pass laws whereby all 
plumbers must pass a satisfactory ex- 
amination. and thereby show that they 
are fully qualified to carry on‘a busi- 
ness which, if left without the quali- 
fying mark, does much to injure the 
health of the district, He hoped the 
parliament would see the force of this 
and stitute the laws accordingly. 

The Great West is attracting all 
kinds of people, and among them are 
the failuges. It would’ be very detri- 
mental to allow these people to instal 
plumbing work, which would be a 
menace to the health of the occu- 
pants of any building, and therefore 
he heartily endorsed the action of this 
body providing Jor the registration of 
plumbers. 

J, 'W. Moulds, replying to the toast 
to the master plumbers, said this was 
his second appearance at the journey- 
men's banquet and he was very pleas- 
ed to again have the opportunity of 
being with the boys. He thought this 
kind of meeting wae the most produc- 
tive Of harmonious relations between 
the masters and the men, Referring 
to the banquet last year, he said he 
thought the journeymen had invited 
the masters so aos to get them in a 
good humor, for shortly after the ban- 
quet took place, the journeymen had 
sprung a little joke upon them by 
asking for an increase in wages, Mr. 
Moulds was in favor of paying the 
highest wages possible, but he wish- 
ed it to be understood that a rate of 
wages should be decided upon which 
would allow them to compete for out- 
side work, with a hope of getting theii 
fair share of it. 

One item which Mr, Moulds omitted 
was the fact that last year he thought 
the journeymen deserved a rise in 
their wages, for he, with the other 
masters, decided to give the men an 
increase of 50 cents per day. 

Mr. Nash, in reply to the toast to 
the craft, referred to the existence of 
wWumbing from the earliest stages to 
the present day. He» pointed out that 
in Genesis of the Good Book we have 
reference to it, and coming through 
the ages to the present he said that 
plumbing had advanced more during 
the last twenty-five years than ever 
before, and he hoped it would still 
continue, One thing he was sure of, 
that in all future improvements in 
plumbing work, Edmonton plumbers 
would always be willing to take them 
up, and so keep our city among the 
leading cities of the world, in the 
matter of plumbing, if nothing else
